American National Bank today re- 
leased for oubl'cation a summary of 
figures he has recently prepared on

policy of thrift • A systematic survey 
of banks throughout the country re- 
veal that $350.000.000 has been dis- 
tributed among eight million people 
of the United States by ten thousand 
banks this Christmas, this being an 
increase of fifty million dollars over 
last year or 12 per cent.
